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Soviet authoritios levy hoavy financial penalties for failure to deliver 
manufactured goods at the time and in the condition specified in the original 
order. The Rumanian Government, for exemple, mst pay 200,000 lei por day 
for every day boyend the agreed delivery dato for a locomotive. 


Soviet commissions almost always find some pretext to refuse acceptance of 
locomotives at the tira of final inspection before delivery. On one occasion 
such e commission discovered that the needle of a dial, which the original 
order had specified was to be painted red, was in fact another color. Although 
this item could have been corrected to specification in a few minutes, the 
Soviet arthorities refused to contime the inspection and ameounced that it 
would resumé its work three days later. This delay cost the Rumanian Govern= 
ment 600,000 lei in penalties. 


The sums paid cut by the Rumanien Government under such protexts sanotimes 
enount to thirty to forty percent of the selling price of the goods delivered 
to the Russians. 
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
